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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-25, 32-42 and 44 have been canceled. Claim 43 has been amended. Claims 
43, 45-47, 69 and 70 are pending and under consideration. 

2. Sections of Title 35, U.S. code not found in this action can be found in a prior action. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 43, 45-47, 69 and 70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ashkenazi et al (US2002132252 Al). 

Claim 43 is drawn to an isolated antibody directed to an IRTA2 protein wherein said 
IRTA2 protein comprises amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:44, 3 or 41. Claim 45 embodies 
the antibody of claim 43 wherein said antibody is a monoclonal antibody. Claim 46 embodies 
the antibody of claim 43 wherein the antibody is a murine monoclonal antibody or a humanized 
monoclonal antibody. Claim 47 embodies the method of claim 43 wherein the antibody is 
conjugated to a therapeutic agent. Claim 69 embodies the antibody of claim 43 wherein the 
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antibody is a polyclonal antibody. Claim 70 embodies the antibody of claim 47, wherein the 
therapeutic agent comprises a radioisotope, a toxin or a chemotherapeutic agent. 

Ashkenazi et al disclose the PRO820 polypeptide(paragraph 0080) which is identical to 
residues 1-102 of the instant SEQ ID NO:41, as evidenced by the attached sequence alignment. 
Ashkenazi et al disclose polyclonal and monoclonal antibodies which bind to the PRO820 
polypeptide (paragraphs 3436 and 3438). Ashkenazi et al disclose that the anti-PRO antibodies 
may comprise humanized antibodies (paragraph 3439), and that the invention also comprises 
antibodies of the invention conjugated to cytotoxic agents, radioisotopes or chemotherapeutic 
agents (paragraphs 3466 and 3467) 

5. All other rejections and objections as set forth or maintained in the previous Office action 
are withdrawn.
